Geograph te distribution of yellow-fever mosquitoes, and the importance 
of accurate knowledge concerning all mosquitoes of the United 
States.

To medical officers of the Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, 

State and local health and quarantine officers, and others concerned: 

At the First International Sanitary Convention, held in Washington 
December 2 to December 5, 1902, it was resolved— 

That the different governments study, in their respective territories, the geograph- 
ical distribution of the mosquito of the genus Stegomyia, in order that said study may 
have practical application in subsequent conventions. 

In addition to information as to the vellow-fever mosquito ( Stegomyta 
Jasciata), the desirability of exact knowledge concerning all of the 
mosquitoes of the United States is apparent. 

It is desired that every effort be made to collect specimens of mos- 
quitoes in your vicinity and to have them transmitted, with notes on 
the accompanying blank form, under franked envelope, to this Bureau. 
They will be transmitted by the Bureau to Dr. L. O. Howard, Chief 
Entomologist of the United States Department of Agriculture, and 
recently appointed consulting entomologist of the Public Health and 
Marine-Hospital Service, now engaged in the preparation of a mono- 
graph upon the mosquitoes of North and Central America and the 
West Indies. 

The following suggestions as to collecting mosquitoes are offered for 
your guidance: 

The collector should be provided with a number of small, wide- 
mouthed vials; an open-mouthed vial being placed over a mosquito 
found resting upon a surface, the finger is then placed over the mouth 
of the vial and a wad of cotton stuffed in. The mosquitoes can be 
killed by blowing tobacco smoke into the vial or by a drop of chloro- 
form placed upon the cotton stopper. Specimens thus collected and 
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killed should then be placed in a pill box, between two or more layers 
of cotton, and the memorandum, with all facts obtainable—such as 
approximate elevation above the sea, whether captured in house, out- 
houses, marshes, woods, fields, or on vessels—should be folded and 
placed under the cover of the box. A single box or series of boxes 
may then be packed in a small tin or wooden box and mailed under the 
franked envelope furnished for the purpose. 

Your cooperation in this work is respectfully requested.

Inspection: service, Mexican border— Precautions against yellow fever 


at Eagle Pass. 


EaGLe Pass, Tex., September 30, 19 3. 

Str: I have the honor to inform you that this county and State are 
becoming much exercised over the yellow fever situation in Mexico. 

The county officials requested the State to have all mail from Mexico 
fumigated before allowing same to enter the State. The State quar- 
antine officer here was ordered by the State health officer, Doctor 
Tabor, to disinfect all mail. * * * 

The whole of the quarantine work here practically devolves upon 
the Service, and I am on the go at all hours, answering questions and 
allaying fear. 

A quarantine is to be established at Reata, Mexico, by the State of 
Coahuila (Mexico) against Monterey. This will be accomplished in a 
few days. 

The Federal (Mexican) health officer at Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Mexico, 
is boarding all trains coming into Diaz and inspecting same for suspi- 
cious cases, also taking note of persons arriving from infected locali- 
ties, and giving me all of the information which he secures, thus 
making the quarantine here practically impossible to pass. 

1 also have a guard in Mexico to meet the incoming trains, who takes 
note of all persons arriving in Diaz. This guard then crosses the 
river to this side, reports what he has learned, and what the Mexican 
health officer (Doctor Carter) has to say. 

In other words, all persons arriving in Diaz are spotted. I get 
their descriptions and turn them over to the guards on the bridges. 
Besides this, I know of every ticket sold at Monterey and other points 
on the Mexican International Railroad. 

I am free to state that I think it impossible for anyone to get here 
without my knowledge.

Report of conditions existing in San Antonio, Tex., and vicinity with 
relation to preventing spread of yellow fever. 


San Antonio, Tex., October 5, 1903. 

Sir: | have the honor to submit a report of the conditions existing 
in and south of San Antonio, and of the work done up to the present 
time. 

San Antonio was reached on the morning of October 2, 1903, and as 
soon as practicable | visited the local health authorities, and Doctor 
Nolte, of the Louisana State board of health, that 1 might acquaint 
myself with the situation as regards yellow fever and quarantines. 

From the health authorities I learned that as soon as the first cases 
of fever had been announced in Laredo a quarantine was put on against 
passengers and baggage coming from that point, and officers met the 
incoming train and prevented passengers disembarking. Measures 
were also taken to prevent those who had gone north from coming 
back to the city until five days had expired since leaving the fever dis- 
trict, and as far as possible those who had come into the city were 
located and kept under observation. Besides quarantining Laredo, a 
quarantine was declared against those counties which had failed to 
close their doors against the infected center. 
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All counties are now quarantined. From a sanitary point of view 
San Antonio presents a better condition than most places of its size, 
and measures for its improvement are being prosecuted. The local 
board of health is composed of four physicians and the mayor ex officio. 
The physicians are Dr. D. Berry, president and county physician; Dr. 
S. Burg, city physician; Dr. E. F. Hertz Berg, and Dr. H. D. Barnitz, 
all intelligent, alert, and active gentlemen. They met me very courte- 
ously and promised to give all aid in their power, and have extended 
an invitation to me to be present at their meetings and to take part in 
them. 

From Doctor Nolte I learned that there had been a few rumors rela- 
tive to there being yellow fever in the city, but upon investigation it 
was found that they were without foundation. He further stated that 
he had attended a meeting of the local medical society on the evening 
of October 1, at which there were present fifty practitioners of the 
city, and upon inquiry it was established that none of them had seen 
any case that was at all suspicious. Upto the present time I am satis- 
tied there has been no case of fever as faras is known outside of Laredo 
and the mines, the latter having had coustant and intimate association 
with Laredo. 

On October 3 I drove with Doctor Burg, the city physician, over the 
city, and, among other places, visited the city hospital. This institu- 
tion accommodates about sixty beds, but at present there are only 
about thirty patients in its wards, and among these there were only 
three fever cases, and these plainly malarial. A room has been pre- 
pared here for the reception of actual or suspected yellow-fever cases. 
The windows and doors are protected by mosquito netting, and a low 
ceiling has been put in of the same material. 

To revert a moment. On Friday evening I attended a meeting of 
the board of health, the proceedings of which a copy was mailed the 
Department on Saturday last. Sunday, October 4, I took the 9 o'clock 
train (only one train each way daily) and went to Cotulla, the first 
place of any importance after leaving Laredo coming north. Before 
reaching this place I had an opportunity for gaining a few items con- 
cerning Pearsall, the only other point of any importance on the Interna- 
tional Great Northern R. R. between San Antonio and Laredo, the 
train having stopped there for half an hour awaiting the north bound. 
Inquiries made of the merchants elicited the fact that there was no 
sickness, and that no strangers were allowed within their gates. On 
reaching Cotulla the health officer, Dr. J. M. Williams, of Lasalle 
County, of which Cotulla is the county seat, was called on, and from 
him a correct understanding of the quarantine measures was obtained. 

At Cotulla the Nueces River passes, dividing Lasalle County in two, 
running in a southeasterly direction, and there are only three places 
at which people can cross when it is swollen, as is now the case, with- 
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out swimming. There are two bridges for the public roads and one 
railroad bridge. At each of these crossings guards are placed, and 
no one is permitted to pass unless he can establish the fact that he 
has not been in the yellow-fever neighborhood. It is possible for one 
to get across the river by swimming, but very few would ever attempt 
it, and before they could reach their destination, dodging through the 
thick undergrowth, the five days would elapse and the danger would 
have passed. In the lower part of the county the little hamlet of 
Encinal is located. This is under Doctor Williams’s jurisdiction. 

There are two dirt roads entering the county here, both of which 
are strongly guarded. All of the contiguous counties have adopted 
the same measures that Lasalle has. Along the line of the Interna- 
tional Great Northern road are a number of little hamlets, the best 
of which being a very small affair, peopled mostly—say fully two- 
thirds—by Mexicans. Each place has established its own quarantine, 
and positively refuses to permit anyone from the south to come in. 
No one comes in unless he bears the inevitable health certificate. A 
great number of the Americans left these towns for their ranches 
when the fever was first announced. In Cotulla, for instance, fully 
two-thirds of the white population either took the train for the north 
or went to the ranches. 

On October 5 (this morning), not being able to enter any of the towns 
between Cotulla and this place, coming from the south, I returned to 
San Antonio, which is really the key to the situation. If no fever 
gets here, then there is no danger to the country north or east, pro- 
viding, of course, that none has been already carried by the exodus 
from Laredo. 

The country south is one of magniticent distances, the ranches being 
from 5 to 30 miles apart, and each one is a principality unto 
itself, with its own little shotgun quarantine. There is, of course, 
a little danger of the disease getting on some of the large ranches near 
Laredo, from the fact that quite a number of Mexicans come north at 
this season to pick cotton and some one might slip on a ranch and be 
hidden by his friends. 

I reached San Antonio this afternoon and called on Dr. Berry, the 
president of the board of health. He reports everything quiet and 
no rumors of any kind.

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CHINA. 
Report from Hongkong— Cholera in Shanghai and Amoy. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon McMullin reports, September 3, 1903, as 
follows: Week ended August 29, 1903. Eight vessels, with 566 crew and 
320 passengers (158 cabin and 162 steerage), were inspected and granted 
bills of health; 418 crew and 162 steerage passengers were bathed and 
567 pieces of baggage disinfected. Only 3 fatal cases of plague were 
reported (Chinese), and 1 of cholera, for the week. Acting Assistant 
Surgeon Ransom reports that cholera has again appeared in Shang- 
hai and that while it is not now epidemic it will probably increase, 
and several cases have occurred on board ships in the harbor. Cholera 
at Amoy is apparently decreasing, judging from the bills of health from 
that port. The case of cholera reported. here for last week occurred 
in one of the adjacent districts and not in the city of Victoria, making 
a total of 8 cases reported since January 1. The first case of cholera 
this year occurred in May. 


Report from Shanghai— Cholera present— Precautions taken to prevent 
spread, 


SHANGHAI, CuHtna, August 31, 1902. 

Sirk: 1 have the honor to forward herewith abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended August 29, 1903. 
There were inspected during the week 5 vessels, 398 crew, 43 cabin 
and 145 steerage passengers. The quarters of the native crew of one 
vessel were disinfected with sulphur gas, and 83 men were bathed and 
their clothing disinfected. Two men were rejected on account of 
temperature. The number of pieces of freight viséd was 51,072. 

The report of the municipal health officer for the week shows: Chol- 
era, 1 case, 9 deaths; enteric fever, 1 case; dengue fever, 6 cases. 
Total mortality, 4 foreigners and 296 natives. 

The mortality among the natives has practically doubled in the last 
two weeks, and as cholera is present I have no doubt that a good deal 
of the increase is due to that disease, notwithstanding the fact that 
but few cases and deaths are officially reported. I have therefore 
imposed all the restrictions which were in force here last year, and 
ve sm for the information of the Bureau a copy of the instructions 
issued to the various shipping firms, ete., in Shanghai. 

I also inclose a copy of my letter relative to the visé of shipping 
orders, etc., to the quarantine officers at Manila, Honolulu, and such 
places in the United States as I thought particularly interested, for 
their information.

FRANCE, 
Plaque at Marseille. 


Vice Consul General Victor H. Morgan reports, September 15, 1903, 
to the Department of State as follows: 

I have the honor to confirm my cable message of the 13th instant, as 
follows: 


SECRETARY OF State, Washington: 
Nine cases, 1 death, pneumonia. Suspect now officially declared bubonic plague. 
Isolation complete. No extension past week. Health city excellent. 
Morgan. 


i the foregoing, I have to say that early in the past week 
several cases of what was at first thought to be pneumonia occurred 
among the workmen employed in sorting a quantity of imported rags 
at a cardboard factory in one of the suburbs of Marseille. As plague 
symptoms were discovered, measures were at once taken to isolate the 
patients, who were placed in a special hospital outside the limits of the 
city, the other employees of the factory being also quarantined and 
kept under close surveillance. The factory itself was immediately 
subjected to a thorough disinfection, in the course of which it took 
fire and was destroyed. 

I am advised this morning that 1 new case has occurred in the per- 
son of a nurse at the plague hospital. 

I have deemed it unnecessary to report the outbreak until the disease 
was officially declared to be bubonic plague. Thanks to the prompt 
measures taken by the authorities, the trouble has remained confined 
to the first cases (with the single exception above noted), and no symp- 
toms have been observed among the other persons quarantined. These 
latter are about to be returned to their homes, which have all been 
carefully disinfected as a precautionary measure. 

In view of these facts and of a sharp fall in the temperature, there 
is every reason to believe that the port is in no danger of an epidemic. 
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I propose, however, for the present to record the fact that plague 
exists, on all bills of health given to vessels leaving this place for 
United States ports. 


End of plaque at Marseille. 


Vice Consul General Morgan reports, September 24, as follows: 

Referring to my dispatch No. 118, dated September 15, 1903, I have 
now the honor to confirm the following cable sent to the Department 
to-day: 


SECRETARY OF State, Washington: 

Last case plague officially decred cured, 

MorGan. 

I am this day advised by the prefect of this department that all the 
patients hitherto under treatment for plague in this city are now cured 
and that the disease no longer exists in the city or its environs. The 
isolated persons will be returned to their respective homes immediately 
on the expiration of the period required ~ to elapse after the dis- 
infection of the dwelling as The foregoing facts will be recorded 
on bills of health given to vessels departing from this port. 


GERMANY. 
Report from Berlin— Plaque and cholera in various countries. 
Consul-General Mason reports, September 25, 1903, as follows: 
Plaque. 


France.—According to an official statement dated September 14 
there had occurred in the infected district of Marseille 14 cases of sus- 
pected plague among the employees of the paper factory. Up to the 
above-mentioned date 4 of the patients had died. The patients were 
treated in the Salvator Hospital, and in the same place the remainder 
of the workmen belonging to the factory were kept under medical sup- 
ervision. During the night from the 9th to the 10th of September the 
factory was burned down. The disease is supposed to have been 
introduced through a shipment of rags in which dead rats were found. 

Egypt.— Between the 5th and 11th of September there were registered 
in Egypt 11 fresh cases of plague (and 6 deaths), viz, 1 case and 1 death 
in Damiette, the remainder in Alexandria. 

Heongkong.—During the period from the Ist to the 15th of August 
there were registered 22 cases of plague (with 20 deaths). 

Mauritius. —During the period from the 3d of July to the 6th of 
August 44 cases of plague occurred on the island (with 32 deaths). 

Chile.—Up to the 19th of August there had been registered in 
Iquique 156 cases of plague, of which 67 ended in death. 


Cholera. 
Turkey. —According to the official bulletins Nos. 25 and 26, of the 7th 


and 14th of September, there have been registered in Syria 237 and 136 
fresh cases of cholera (and 200 and 117 deaths), respectively. 
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Death vate of Berlin compared with other cities. 


I have the honor to report that the death rate of Berlin for the week 
ended September 12 was lower than it has been since the middle of 
July, amounting, calculated on the year, to 16 per thousand of the 
population, being thereby, however, considerably higher than for the 
corresponding week of last year, in which it amounted to 14 per thou- 
sand. Of the large German cities during this week only the following 
showed more favorable figures than Berlin, viz, Hamburg, Barmen, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Stuttgart, Hanover, and Charlottenburg (with 
10.5). The death rate of Schoneberg (17 per thousand), Karlsruhe, 
Munich, Cologne, and Magdeburg was not much higher. On the 
other hand, the death rate of Breslau, Nuremburg, Leipzig, Dresden, 
and Stettin was considerably higher than the Berlin rate, the death 
rate of Vienna was somewhat higher than that of Berlin, while the 
rates of London and Paris were lower than the Berlin figure. 

The decrease in the number of deaths was confined exclusively to 
children in the first year of life. The infant death rate fell from 7.2 
per year and mille to 6 in the week under discussion, being lower than 
that of Munich and Hamburg and not even the half of the Breslau, 
Leipzig, and Nuremburg rate. Acute diseases of the respiratory 
organs showed again a slight increase, causing 42 deaths. Acute 
intestinal diseases showed a decrease, claiming 119 victims (as 
against 168 in the foregoing -week). Phthisis pulmonalis caused 61 
deaths, and 51 persons succumbed to cancer. There further occurred 
2 deaths from scarlet fever, 2 deaths from diphtheria, 1 death from 
measles, 3 deaths from typhus, and 23 persons died by violence.

Report from Yokohama—Condition of plague—I by 2 rats found— 
Laborer working on steamship Dorie may have had plaque. 


Assistant Surgeon Dunlop Moore reports, September 18, 1903, as 
follows: 

For the week ended September 12, 1903, four vessels, having an 
aggregate personnel of 321 crew and 581 passengers, were inspected, 
114 steerage passengers and 3 crew were bathed, and 171 pieces of bag- 
gage were disinfected. 

Juring the above period 1 new case of plague, terminating fatally, 
was reported in Yokohama; also 5 cases of **doubtful plague” were 
reported, 2 of which died. It is evident that the plague situation is 
not improved. In the neighborhood of an infected focus 61 dead rats 
are said to have been discovered, in some of which the plague bacillus 
was demonstrated. Additional cases of doubtful pest have been 
reported since September 12, one of which occurred in the person of a 
laborer, said to have been engaged in loading the steamship Dor/c, 
which sailed from this port September 12 for San Francisco. This 
possible source of infection, viz, through shore laborers working on 
vessels, is difficult to obviate. 

Press reports under date of September 18 state that during the 
present year there had occurred in all Japan 28 cases of cholera with 
16 deaths. At present this office has no knowledge of any true cases 
of cholera existing in Japan, though cholerine of a fatal type is reported 
in Kobe. 


MAURITIUS. 
Report on plague. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Eager reports from Geneva, Switzerland, 
September 2, 1903, as follows: 

According to telegrams from the governor of Mauritius there were 
on that island during the week ending September 10, 1903, 23 cases 
of bubonic plague, 17 fatal, and during the week ending September 
17, 1903, 39 cases and 28 deaths. 
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MEXICO. 
The castor-oil plant as a protection against mosquitoes. 


Consul Thompson reports from Progreso to the Department of 
State September 17, 1903, as follows: 

In a recent edition of the New York Herald appears an item to the 
effect that the Department of Agriculture is seeking for a plant 
‘**noxious to mosquitoes.” If this be a fact any data bearing upon 
this subject should not be amiss. I would sug est that ithe Depart- 
ment investigate the properties of the mane % The belief is 
current among the natives of Yucatan that a few castor-oil plants 
growing in or near a dwelling will protect the inmates from mosquitoes 
and certain other noxious insects peculiar to Yucatan. This belief 
has been to a certain extent confirmed by an experiment made by 
me personally. My dwelling at one time seemed to be peculiarly 
acceptable to mosquitoes. I planted a row of castor-oil plants around 
the courtyard and ina short time the mosquito was rare as he was 
formerly a frequent visitor. My plants were destroyed by the cyclone, 
and now the mosquitoes are as abundant as formerly. 

These facts may be simply coincidences, but at least they are of 
value as facts to be proven or disproven. The plants are quick- 
growing and beautiful either as interior decorations or hot-house 
specimens. If seeds are desired I will furnish them. 


Report from Tampec 0—Inspection of vessels— Yellow fever and small- 
pow— Increase in number of mesquitoes— Yellow ferer at Monterey.

During the week there were 27 deaths from all causes, of which 4 
were from yellow fever, 1 from smallpox, 3 from tuberculosis, and 17 
from noncontagious causes. There were 13 new cases of yellow fever 
officially reported and two left from the previous week, making a total 
of 15 cases for the week ended September 26, 1903. 

On the 22d Doctor Frick removed a sailor from steamship Dor¢s- 
brook, with temperature 39°; proved malaria, and is still under treat- 
ment at the City Hospital. 

A sharp increase in the vellow fever prevalence over last week will 
be noticed. The recent rains have increased the stegomyie, which had 
almost disappeared. During the epidemic the small town of Pueblo 
Viejo, on the Veracruz side of the Panuco River, and at a distance of 
about 24 miles from Tampico, was entirely free from infection until 
within five days past, due, I believe, to the fact that the strong south- 
east trade winds prevailing during the summer months had not allowed 
the stegomyiz to fly in that direction, and now the September calms 
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have come on the mosquito has found his way over and infected the 
town. 

I have been informed that the infection has passed quarantine at 
Linares, and that Monterey has now become infected. 


Report from Vera Cruz— Yellow-fever statistics— A case on the British 
steamsh ip Kassala. 


Assistant Surgeon Goldberger reports, September 28 and October 5, 
1903, as follows: 

During the week ended September 26, 1903, there were officially 
reported 4 cases and 16 deaths from yellow fever. 

rhe British steamer Aassa/a was partially fumigated by the Mexican 
authorities prior to her sailing for Mobile, one of the crew having 
developed yellow fever, which was probably contracted ashore. 

During the week ended October 3, 1903, there were officially reported 
45 cases and 9 deaths from yellow fever. During the month of Sep- 
tember there were reported in all 190 cases and 58 deaths from this dis- 
ease, which, compared with 249 cases and 84 deaths recorded in August, 
shows adecided improvement. This improvement will be better appre- 
ciated when it is remembered that, because of the sanitary campaign 
initiated the 1st of September under the direction of Dr. Narcise del 
Rio, many cases which before would have been unnoted were since 
that date unearthed and recorded by the sanitary agents under his 
direction. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 


No plaque vats found since August 15, 1903. 


DEPARTMENT OF PuBLIC HEALTH, 
Sydney, New South Wales, September 7, 1902. 

Sir: Referring to your communication of the 5th instant stating 
that the port health officer at San Francisco had received information 
of existence of plague rats at Sydney, Brisbane, and Fremantle, I have 
the honor, by direction, to inform you in reply that vessels from West- 
ern Australia and Queensland are admitted without any special inspec- 
tion with reference to plague at this port, those States having been 
recognized as clean by us from August 8 last. 

2. As regards Sydney, I am to say that rats to a weekly number of 
about 500 have been examined in the departmental laboratories since 
May 12 last, on which date a plague rat was found; that a moderate 
number were found infected during subsequent early weeks following 
the date mentioned, and that no plague rat has been found since 
August 15 last.

VENEZUELA. 
Yellow fever reported at Caracas. 


Consul Goldschmidt, at La Guaira, reports, September 19, 1903, 
to the Department of State, as follows: 

According to information received yesterday from Caracas, yellow 
fever has again made its appearance in that city, and that one death 
had occurred from said disease there on the 15th instant. 

Owing to the close proximity of Caracas to this port and the fre- 
quent traflic between these two points it behooves us to take measures 
to prevent the introduction of the disease into Porto Rico. 

As the steamships of the Red D Line (which touch at Porto Rico) 
now transfer passengers from these ports in Curacao, we have, in a 
measure, lost control over said passengers, and 1 believe that our 
health authorities in Porto Rico should be informed of these facts, so 
that they may take proper precautions. 

To this effect I shall also this day write a letter to the chief health 
officer in San Juan.
